Worm’s note mocks Gates 

NEW YORK I The latest Internet attack on 
Microsoft operating systems by rogue soft- 
ware disabled tens of thousands of computers 
worldwide Tuesday, though a fix had been 
available for nearly a month. 

The virus-like worm, dubbed “LovSan” or 
“blaster,” snarled corporate networks with 
an inundation of data packets and frustrated 
home computer users. 

Security experts said the world was lucky 
this time because LovSan is comparatively 
mild; they worry that a subsequent attack 
could be much more damaging. 

The infection was dubbed “LovSan” 
because of a note left on vulnerable comput- 
ers: “I just want to say LOVE YOU SAN!” 

Researchers also discovered another 
message hidden inside the infection: “billy 
gates why do you make this possible? Stop 
making money and fix your software!”

Feds Sting 3 in Missile Smuggling 


WASHINGTON I Federal authorities said Tuesday 
they arrested three people and foiled an inter- 
national plot to smuggle into the United 
States a shoulder-fired missile that could 
shoot down a commercial airliner. 

A British man was arrested Tuesday 
afternoon in Newark, N. J., after agreeing 
to sell a sophisticated Russian SA-18 Igla 
missile to an undercover FBI agent posing 
as a Muslim extremist, according to a fed- 
eral law enforcement official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 


Two other men, believed to be involved in 
money laundering, were apprehended about 
the same time at a gem dealership on Fifth 
Avenue in Manhattan, the official said. 

The arrests were the result of US., British 
and Russian cooperation. 

The missile was brought to the United 
States aboard a ship to make the deal seem 
real but had been rendered inoperable. 

The British suspect does not appear to 
be connected to a known terrorist group.

Bush’s Support Stabilizes After Luil 


WASHINGTON |A new Washington 
Post poll finds that support for 
President Bush on Iraq has stabi- 
lized after a drop in support earlier 
this summer, but the public is sharp- 
ly divided along partisan lines over 
the war and many policies. 

More than half of those sur- 
veyed (56 percent) approve of the 
way Bush is handling the situation 
in Iraq, and six in 10 said the war 
was worth fighting. But the presi- 


dent receives poorer marks on the 
domestic scene, with 45 percent 
approving of the way he is handling 
the economy. 

The president enjoys an over- 
all approval rating of 59 percent. 
While his rating has dropped 
18 percentage points since early 
April, his current level of support 
represents a good foundation as he 
begins the campaign year ahead.

Panel Advises 
Against Smallpox 
Shots for Public 

WASHINGTON | A scientific panel 
recommended against smallpox 
vaccinations for the public Tuesday 
because of concerns about side effects 
— both for those receiving shots and 
others in contact with them. 

The panel said preparedness 
efforts should focus less on the 
number of people vaccinated and 
more on who needs to be prepared 
for a possible smallpox attack. 

The Bush administration 
launched a program last year 
requiring smallpox vaccinations for 
about 500,000 military personnel 
and offering a voluntary program to 
immunize several million medical 
personnel who would be threatened 
in a biological attack. 

The civilian program has been 
lagging, however, with 38,004 peo- 
ple vaccinated as of July 25. Many 
health care workers have expressed

Liberian Rebels Cede Control of Port 


Smaller rebel group 
still fighting to take 
airport near eapital 

MONROVIA I Liberia’s leading rebel 
movement agreed Tuesday to lift 
two months of sieges of the capital, 
withdrawing from the city and its 
vital port, allowing aid and food to 
flow again. 

The accord commits rebels of the 
Liberians United for Reconciliation 


and Democracy to pulling out of the 
city by noon Thursday, surrender- 
ing control to peacekeepers. 

The deal forces the still-forming 
multinational peacekeeping force 
to speed up deployment through- 
out the city. Since landing the first 
troops on Aug. 4, the West African- 
led peace force so far has put on the 
ground fewer than 1,000 troops. 

Liberia’s main rebel group has 
has held Monrovia’s port since mid- 
July. Rebels had insisted they would 


leave the port only when President 
Charles Taylor left the country. 
Taylor resigned Monday. 

New fighting flared Tuesday on 
Liberia’s second front, the southeast, 
held by a smaller rebel movement. 
The Movement for Democracy in 
Liberia confirmed it was advanc- 
ing toward Liberia’s main airport, a 
45 -minute drive from Monrovia. Its 
leaders claimed they were respond- 
ing to attacks by Taylor’s forces.

Eavesdropping 
episode leads to major 
shake up in Va. party 

RICHMDND, VA. I State Republican 
Chairman Gary R. Thomson 
resigned on Tuesday after plead- 
ing guilty to a misdemeanor in an 
eavesdropping scandal that has 
shaken the political party. 

Thomson’s surprise plea came 
after he aided federal and state 
investigators for months as they 
probed illegal Republican Party 
intercepts of conference calls among 
Democratic legislators and Gov. 
Mark R. Warner in March 2002. 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. | The Court of 
Appeals abandoned a common 
law doctrine Tuesday that prohib- 
ited husbands and wives from suing 
each other, saying it has “outlived its 
usefulness, if ever it had any.” 

The prohibition against law- 
suits “is a vestige of the past, being 
unsound in the circumstances of 
modern life...,” said a unanimous 
ruling written by Chief Judge 
Robert Bell.

Feds Hold Key 
Rate Steady 


WASHINGTON | Amid signs of eco- 
nomic revival, the Federal Reserve 
held a key short-term interest rate 
at a 45 -year low on Tuesday. 

The unanimous decision by 
Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan and his Federal Open 
Market Committee colleagues left 
the central bank’s target for the fed- 
eral funds rate unchanged at 1 per- 
cent, the lowest level since July 1958. 
The funds rate is the interest that 
banks charge each other. 

While the Fed can directly con- 


trol short-term rates, it can only 
indirectly influence long-term rates, 
which are set by financial markets. 
The fear has been that a big rise in 
long-term rates over the past month, 
which has sent mortgage rates to 
their highest levels in a year, could 
derail the economic rebound just 
as it is getting started. 

Economists said the committee 
was trying to clarify muddled sig- 
nals it had sent at previous meet- 
ings, which sent long-term bond 
yields dropping dramatically, (ap)

Hot Coffee, Cold Shower 



In conservative Chile, 
espresso bars quench 
men’s thirst for thrills 

CULTURE I Like many men in 
Santiago, Fernando Zamora takes 
his coffee strong, with a dash of 
sugar and a lascivious gaze at the 
waitress’s bikini- clad breasts. 

While Chile is known as one of 
Latin America’s most uptight coun- 
tries — where abortion is illegal in 
all cases and divorce is still a sticky 
issue — a relaxation of its strict mor- 
als has cropped up in coffee hous- 
es that are tantalizingly similar to 
strip bars. 

Behind smoky windows and 
under dim lights, young women 
in bikinis serve shots of espres- 
so, mostly to men, mostly their 
seniors. There are more than 100 
“cafes con piernas,” or “cafes with 
legs,” across the city, and some say 
they have become the signature of 
modern Santiago. 

“Some go to the beach to look at 
women, and others go to the cafe,” 
said Zamora, a 34 -year- old accoun- 
tant. “It’s no scandal, just the body 
of a woman.” 

Vanessa Valdez, 20, has worked 
in coffee bars for two years and says 
she has learned much about herself 
and the nature of men. 

There are no seats in these cof- 
fee bars, simply a thin bar separat- 


ing the men from the women. The 
women stand on a catwalk one foot 
above the customers, giving them a 
leverage over the men and the men 
an almost worshipful view of the 
servers’ cleavage. 

Valdez says a woman needs a cer- 
tain attitude to carry off the job: 


“You have to dominate the men, or 
they’ll dominate you.” 

Miguel Angel Morales opened 
the first bikini coffee bar seven years 
ago with the idea he could change 
attitudes in Santiago, which is 
known for its open economy and 
— some say — its closed minds. 


Calling himself a pioneer of 
social consciousness. Morales 
declared his goal was to lighten the 
tension between men and women 
“in a country that has buried its 
sexual desires for centuries.” 

“I offer a place where a man can 
desire a woman and not feel peni- 


tent about it,” Morales said. “It’s only 
women in bikinis. It’s nothing you 
don’t see on TV.” 

While some tout the freedom 
brought by the coffee bars, others 
complain that the less inhibited 
attitude has come at the expense 
of women’s dignity. 

“I’m not against the coffee 
bars for puritanical reasons, but 
because it uses women’s bodies for 
commerce,” said Maria Antonieta 
Saa, a congresswoman in Santiago. 

“I like to look at the 
guys in the mirrors as 
I walk away and watch 
them ogle me. They 
look so pathetic.”

Springer Berman and Robert 
Pulcini, “American Splendor” is 
based on Pekar’s 1976 autobio- 
graphical comic books. Pekar, a 
self-educated jazz and literature 
connoisseur who calls himself 
“unhealthily pessimistic,” uses 
the comics to grouse about work, 
money, social ills and the monot- 
ony of everyday life. 

With “American Splendor,” 
which won the top dramatic prize 
at last winter’s Sundance Film 
Festival, Giamatti graduates from 
supporting parts to a lead role. 

Giamatti can relate to the comic- 
book author’s gloomy outlook, but he 
thinks that underneath, Pekar has a 


basically life-affirming nature. 

“I don’t think he’s a misanthrope 
at all,” says Giamatti. “What’s under- 
neath the pessimism is actually this 
great, huge interest in people and 
curiosity about everything. He’s 
too interested in everything to 


put a bullet in his head.” 

Giamatti was cast because he 
embodies the “strange magne- 
tism” that makes the unassum- 
ing Pekar a compelling figure, the 
directors said. 

That flatters Giamatti. “I never 


would have thought of my magne- 
tism at all. I understand what they 
mean in terms of Harvey. He’s just 
a strangely compelling guy. 

“Maybe that’s what people like 
to hire me for, a sort of unobtrusive 
quality.” DAVID germain (ap)

Video-game makers 
link up musicians 
with new set of fans

Seekingneweyeballs and thumbs 
for its video games, Nintendo is 
using the tour to showcase game 
characters at kiosks installed in con- 
cert venues in the United States. 
The Nintendo Fusion Tour is the 
latest cross-pollination between 
games and music, as record labels 
seek to introduce unknown bands 
and console manufacturers piggy- 
back on big music acts.

History soars at 
Hudson River Valley 
museum of flight 

RHINEBECK, N.Y. I The first time 
Dan Taylor’s parents took him to 
the Old Rhinebeck Aerodrome, in 
upstate New York, he was 10 and 
infatuated with airplanes. 

Now, Taylor lives out his fly- 
ing fantasies as a pilot in the aero- 
drome’s weekend airshows. He and 
the other pilots fly vintage planes 
and replicas, wear period clothing 
and engage in endearingly corny 
narratives. 

A perfect place to celebrate the 
impending 100th anniversary of 
flight, the aerodrome was the cre- 
ation of Cole Palen, a mechanical- 
ly inclined aviation enthusiast who 
in 1951 spent his life savings on a 
bunch of World War I- era planes. 
Palen died in 1993 and his legacy is 
carried on at the aerodrome, where 
the staff also researches and restores 
or builds airplanes. 

The aerodrome is located in 
New York’s Hudson River Valley, 
a popular destination among 
summer and autumn travelers. 
Rhinebeck’s Saturday shows have 
a “History of Flight” theme, while 
Sunday shows feature World War 
I and barnstorming aircraft, along 
with the repeated kidnapping of the 
hapless Trudy Trulove by the evil 
Black Baron of Rhinebeck. 

The airshows also use antique 
automobiles and motorcycles. Pilots 
and crew zip around the airfield on 
bicycles. Airplanes not used in the

shows stand in nearby hangars, 
including replicas of designs by 
the Wright brothers. 

Many of the airplanes have com- 
plicated controls that require the 
pilots to use their hands, feet and 
sometimes their entire bodies as 
they fly above the airfield. 

Most Sunday shows also include 
an appearance by Stanley Segalla as 
the “Flying Farmer,” a routine he’s 
been doing for more than 30 years. 
Playing the part of a neighboring 
farmer who has “never flown alone,” 
Segalla, 78, pilots his bright yellow 
Piper PA-11 in backward circles and 
other tricks, including a finale where 
the plane appears to have run out

Are you aware that United Airlines 
will no longer give seat assign- 
ments for discounted fares? Do 
you know when they started this? 

United isn’t the only airline that 
has started getting very stingy with 
the seat assignments — it’s becom- 
ing commonplace throughout the 
industry. Basically, the airlines 
sell cheap tickets until it gets close 
to flight time and then the prices 
go way up. So the last ones to buy 
are paying the most. The airlines 
want to keep these travelers happy, 
so they save the seats for those who 
pay more. I don’t think that it’s true 
that the airline gives no seat assign- 
ments out for discounted tickets — 
if you buy long enough in advance, 
you can still get seats, although they 
won’t be the best. Get your board- 
ing pass via Internet before you go 
to the airport. You’ll get much bet- 
ter seats that way. 

In the Sunday Post you always see 
these ads for very cheap airplane 
flights. Are they for real? 

Yes, they are (usually) for real, 
you just need to be really careful. 
We use consolidators (that’s what 
these bulk discounters are called) 
all the time, especially for long-haul 
international trips, but there is some 
risk involved. The thing to keep in 
mind is that these companies can 
go out of business at a moment’s 
notice, stranding their customers, 
a tale we hear with sad regularity. 
Even a reputable company can go 
belly-up frighteningly fast. Always 
pay by credit card so you can dispute 
the charge if anything goes wrong. 
Check the company out with the 
Better Business Bureau. Also, check 
that the fare quoted is round-trip, 
not one-way, and that airport taxes 
and other fees are included.

Love it or despise it, 
we all have opinions 
about the Hummer 

SUVS I Seeing a Hummer come 
down the road sometimes stirs feel- 
ings much like watching soldiers roll 
into a foreign town. People either 
are very glad to see them or very 
much not. 

Dave Breggin in Littleton, Colo., 
gets many hand gestures when he 
rolls by in his 1995 behemoth. He 
gets waves. Thumbs up. Or less 
friendly sign language. “Once in 
a while, someone doesn’t like the 
concept,” he said. “They express 
themselves a bit.” 

Inspired by and patterned after 
the military’s workhorse Humvee, 
Hummers are so in-your-face that 
other drivers feel driven to get out of 
the way. “It’s designed to run people 
off the road,” complained van owner 
Verma Griffin, 40, of Denver. “Not 
one Hummer has ever let me in the 
lane I wanted to get in.” 

In a recent Associated Press poll. 


60 percent of respondents said they 
find Hummers unappealing and 33 
percent found them appealing. One 
striking feature of the poll is that 
so many people had an opinion. On 
other poll questions, about SUVs, 
safety and energy policy, they were 


more likely to equivocate. 

Civilians can buy two kinds of 
Hummer. The H2, introduced last 
year, is an oversized luxury SUV 
engineered to go off road. The Hi, 
double the price at over $100,000, 
is about half as comfortable, half as 


quick, twice as loud, and outfitted, 
it would seem, to traverse Mars. 
The H2s debuted to waiting lists 


last summer and have become the 
top-selling full-sized luxury SUV. 
Indeed, the H2 drives much like 
any luxury SUV, though with dismal 
fuel economy of about 12 miles per 
gallon. Several dealers said one third 
or more of buyers are women. 

Hummers have been selling with 
few dealer incentives but the prom- 
ise of a fat tax break for small busi- 
nesses and professionals. 

Recent changes in tax law allow 
people buying the largest SUVs— 
those weighing at least 6,000 
pounds — to write off more than 
half the cost if they use the vehicle 
mostly for business. The original 
tax incentive was meant to help 
farmers buy equipment. 

With its standard eight-way 
power adjustable seats, nine- 
speaker music system and leather- 
wrapped steering wheel with audio 
controls, the H2 is a long way from 
the farm, calvin woodward (ap)

Now it’s targeting 
their kids and grandkids with a 
separate line of vehicles, called 
Scion, that it hopes will appeal to 
picky 20 -somethings. 

Scion features two models, which 
went on sale in California in June: 
the sleek, five-door xA and the boxy, 
retro xB. Nearly 3,000 were sold in 
the first two months. Both models 
are priced under $15,000. A third 
is to debut next June. 

Other automakers also have their 
eye on Gen Y. Honda Motor Co. has 
developed the Element sport utility 
vehicle, geared to young surfers, ski- 
ers and outdoor enthusiasts. 

Gen Y could be a make-or-break 
proposition for automakers. By 
2010, when the youngest Gen Yers 
will have their driver’s licenses, 
they’re expected to account for an 


estimated 20 percent to 25 percent 
of U.S. vehicle purchases. 

Toyota hopes to sell 100,000 
Scions a year beginning in 2005. 
The automaker will expand the 
brand from California to parts of the 
South and East Coast in February, 


then to other regions in June. 

Stats from Power Information 
Network, an affiliate of J.D. Power 
and Associates, showthe average age 
of Scion customers so far is 39 — the 
lowest in the industry by two years.

REVIEW I One sure way to get the 
most out of these waning days of 
summer: Drive America’s most 
popular convertible. 

For the 2004 model year, the 
Chrysler Sebring two -door soft- 
top has a revised front appearance, 
new, stylish wheels and a realigned 
model lineup. It’s as spacious as ever, 
with comfortable seating for four 
and room in the trunk for two sets 
of golf clubs. 

Along with a revised grille 
and new position for the Chrysler 
winged badge, the ’04 Sebring has 
scalloped edges on its headlamps. I 
tested the top -of-the -line Limited, 


so it had new aluminum wheels with 
a shiny chrome appearance that also 
added a fancier look. 

The Sebring’s base engine 


remains a 150 -horsepower, 2.4- 
liter, double overhead cam four- cyl- 
inder. But the newly aligned uplevel 
models — the GTC, Touring and 


Limited — all come with the more 
competent, 200 -horsepower, 2.7- 
liter, double overhead cam V6. 

There was no real jerkiness in 
the engine power delivery dur- 
ing the test drive, just a satisfy- 
ing, responsive feel, even on long 
uphill climbs. In city driving, the 
Sebring Limited moved with pur- 
pose into and around traffic with 
nary a sense of sluggishness. The 
suspension didn’t have the most 
sophisticated feel, but the Sebring 
still handled well on curvy roads 
in the mountains. 

I loved how the fabric top went 
down in a mere seven seconds. But 
the glovebox didn’t have a lock, so I 
had to squeeze valuables all into the 
center console storage area (which 
did lock). 

The 2003 Sebring convertible 
received three out of five stars for 
driver and front-passenger pro- 
tection in government frontal and 
side crash tests. Rollover resis- 
tance was five out of five stars, the 
National Highway Traffic Safety
